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38 LOSE LIVES 
IN WINDSTORM 
IN NINE STATES 


Heaviest Loss of Life, 22, 
Occurs in Virginia Where 
Tornado Demolishes Two 
School Houses. 


SOUTH SUFFERS 
WORST DAMAGE 


Alabama, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Florida, Maryland 
Ohio, Michigan and Illi- 
nois Also Affected. 


By the Associated Press. 
Thirty-eight lives were lost yes- 
terday in the storms that struck 


six Southern states and three of 
the Midwest. 

Three other states were swept by 
the storm, but no deaths were re- 
ported in these three. 

Virginia's death list of 22 was 
the largest. A teacher and 1i 
children were killed in a school 
building collapse at Rye Cove. 
Other Southern states suffering 
loss of Jife from the storms were 
Tennessee, Maryland, Florida, Ala- 
bama and Kentucky. At least 100 
persons were injured, many é6eri- 
ously. 

Six persons were killed in Mary- 
land by the wrecking of their 
homes by storms. 

Two persons were killed and 
five injured at Embreville, Tenn., 
by high winds that also caused 
considerable property damage, 
while one was killed and 12 in- 
jured and several houses destroyed 
on the outskirts of Jacksonville, 
Fla. 

In Baldwin County, Alabama, 
one person was killed and seven 
injured by a terrific windstorm. 
Reports that two others had been 
killed at Oak, Ala., were uncon- 
firmei. 

A youth living near Slaughter, 
Ky., was killed by lightning that 
accompanied a tornado which in- 
jured five persons in Pulaski 
County. 

Storms were of less violence in 
the Middle West. Two deaths oc- 
curred in Michigan, one in Illinois 
and two in Ohlo. 


11 Pupils, One Teacher Killed in 
Virginia Storm, ; 
By the Associated Press. 

RYE COVE, Va., May 3.—Grief- 
stricken parents searched the de- 
bris of the Rye Cove Consolidated 
School today, fearful of finding ad- 
ditional victims of the tornado that 
yesterday killed 11 pupils and one 
teacher, 

Several children are missing, 
and because of the wide area from 
which the schoel's pupils came, no 
complete check was possible. 

Caught without warning as they 
Were re-entering the two-story 
frame school house after the noon 
recess, some of the children were 
blown 100 yards and others were 
buried in the wreckage of the 
echool. 


Great confusion followed. 
Anxiéus fathers worked feverishly 
in the ruins, their anxiety intensi- 
fied because many injured children 
had been hurriedly taken to hos- 
pitals before the parents arrived. 

Mra. Mary Darnell, mother of 
twe girls, could not learn the fate 
of her children for more than four 
hours after the storm. Sh2 broke 
down when told that one of the, 
children, Bertha Mae, was dead, 
and that the other, Hattie, could 
not be found. The body of Miss 
Ava Carter, a teacher, was found 
300 feet from the school. The 
body of Polly Carter, 14, was car- 
ried 160 feet. 

A. 8. Noblin, principal of the 
school, estimated that about 155 
pupils were in the building, in ad- 
ditien to the elght teachers. Nob- 
lin lost consciousness when hurled 
to the ground, but was not seri- 
ously Injured. 

Because of the isolation of Rye 
Cove, it was more than two hours 
before aid could reach the strick- 
em arena over the mountain roads. 

J. M. Johnson, a farmer, was 
standing on the mountain side 
when the storm. struck and 
watched its progress for three 
miles. “The school pbuilding,” 
Johnson said, “vanished in a mo- 
ment. You could see it going 
down the valley. It ripped apart 
and a rain of lumber and debris 
began.” 

The Red Cross has taken over 
relief work and the unit at Bristo) 
was being reinforced from Wash- 
ington and Cincinnati.

Fruit and Truck Crops

Few Sections. 


Damage to fruit and truck crops 
St. Louis County, due 
Wednesday night’s heavy rain and 
the snow and wind storm which 
followed early yesterday, was esti- 


mated at $1i60,vv0 today by Oscar 
W. Meier, County Farm Agent, e2l- 
though the damage may exceed 
this when full reports are avail- 
able. 

Frost, feared last night as an 
aftermath, was light in a few sec- 
tions from which it was reported, 
temperatures ranging in the 
forties. Overcast skies prevented 
frost damage in other sections of 
the State, although a reading of 
31 degrees was reported in some 
parts of the Ozark fruit and straw- 
berry belt. Light frost was re- 
ported in scattered areas extending 
as far south as Fort Smith, Ark. 

The St. Louis County damage 
was made up largely of loss to 
orchardists from broken limbs 
which were stripped from trunks 
by wind or the weight of snow. 
Apple and pear growers suffered 
about 75 per cent of this loss, 
Meier said. Blackberry and rasp- 
berry bushes and strawberry 
plants were damaged. 

Large Shade Trees Damaged. 

Large shade trees lost limbs but 
newly planted trees and shrubbery 
about St. Louis Cotinty homes, 
misshapen by the wind and snow, 
will regain their appearance, Meier 
said. 

Tomato, eggplant and pepper 
plants were damaged by wind and 
snow, and water standing in pota- 
to fields near Chesterfield will 
cause losses.

Although members of- 
fered to arrange them to please 
him, he declared the meeting ad- 
journed and departed. 

On the next two regular sched- 
uled dates no meetings were held 
because of the absence 
chairman. On one occasion he 
sent word that he was entertain- 
ing out-of-town guests and on the 
other no explanation was given 
for his absence. 

A week ago last Tuesday the 
committee was again scheduled to 
meet. All members except the 
chairman were gathered in the 
Senate lounge and then word came 
from Buford that he would not at- 
tend. The members dispersed. The 
bills in the hands of the commit- 
tee were in possession of the chair- 
man and none of the members had 
access to them. 

“Senatorial Courtesy” Issue. 

It was after this that Senator 
Russell Dearmont of Cape Girar- 
deau, one of the younger members, 
made his unsuccessful but some- 
what spectacular attempt to have 
the Senate order the bills returned 
to it by the committee chairman. 
Dearmont offered a motion to that 
effect which immediately precipi- 
tated a lively debate and brought 
forth the cry of “senatorial cour- 
tesy,” in defense of Senator Buford. 

In support of his motion, Dear- 
mont argued that for three wecks 
it had been impossible to get a 
meeting of the committee and that 
at previous meetings the chairman 
had declined to permit action on 
The Senate rules provide 
that when a committee has held a 
bill longer than 10 days without an 
extension of time, any Senator may 
offer a motion that the Senate di- 
rect the chairman to return the 
bill to the body. The bill then 
could be disposed of in regular 
order. It was under this rule that 
Dearmont was acting. 

Senator Casey, president pro-tem 
of the Senate, a Democrat, bitterly 
assailed Dearmont, also a Demo- 
erat, for what he called a viola- 
tion of senatorial courtesy. He ar- 
gued that only the author of a bill 
should be permitted to call it from 
a committee in that way. Efforts 
were made to postpone action on 
Dearmont’s motion or to change it 
by amendments, but Dearmont 
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stood his ground and forced a vote 
on the clean-cut proposition. 

The result was that Dearmont’s 
motion was defeated by a vote of 
23 against it to 10 for it. That is, 
a majority of the Senate voted to 
sustain the arbitrary action of Bu- 
ford in withholding the bills from 
the Senate. 

Several Senators Express Regret. 

Several Senators who voted to 
sustain Buford, solely on the 
ground of “senatorial courtesy,” 
told the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent they were now sorry they did 
and would not do it again. 

The Senators who voted to sus- 
tain Buford were: Bringes, Seda- 
lia; Brogan, St, Louis; Brownlee, 
Brookfield; Buford, Ellington;

The change in attitude of several 
of the members who now say they 
regret their votes in support of Bu- 
ford is caused by his actions since 
that time. 

Last Tuesday night the com- 
mittee met with nine of the il 
members. present. 3uford wished 
to delay action on the bills, saying 
he could not find the Keys to his 
desk to get the bills. Senator Dear- 
mont and others insisted on action. 
They moved to have the bills re- 
ported out favorably and Buford 
put the motion and declared the 
“noes” prevailed, although Sena- 
tors who were present declared 
there was not a single negative 
vote. Efforts were made to have 
the bills reported without recom- 
mendation, but Buford in every in- 
stance declared the motion lost. 


Senator Whitecotton insisted the 
committee had voted to report the 
bills, but Buford said he would not 
report them. A rising vote of the 
committee was called for, but Bu- 
ford would not put the question. 


Committee Members Under Cloud. 


This having occurred after the 
Senate had wiven its courtesy vote 
in support of Buford has caused a 
number of members to change 
their attitude. Senator Whitecot- 
ton, who voted to support Buford, 
said that was one vote he was not 
proud of and he will insist upon 
the committee taking action on the 
bills. He said the situation has 
placed all the members of the com. 
mittee under a cloud.

MAKE PEACE Chit 
CAMPAIGN ISSUE 


Organizations Send Ques- 
tionnaires to All Candi- 
dates to Determine View 
on Kellogg Pact. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, May 3.—wWith a vot- 
ing majority of 2,500,000, British 


women are waging a campaign | 


throughout the country to make 
international peace an 
issue. 

“Make the Kellogg pact a real- 
ity,” is their slogan, and their 
two-fold object is to focus the at- 
tention of woman voters on the 
question of international peace and 


to impress on parliamentary can- 
didates of all parties that those 
who represent women in the law- 
making body shall also be peace- 
makers. 

Twenty-eight of the leading 
women’s organizations in Great 
Britain are co-operating with the 
women’s peace campaign and a 
similar group of American wom- 
en’s societies, headed by the con- 
ference on the cause and cure of 
war, and the Young Women’s 
Christian Association is giving the 
British women support in this 
campaign. 

A highly efficient organization is 
spread throughout the country 
under 75 centralized committees, 
representing all the local wom- 
en’s societies at work in Great 
Britain. More than 600 meetings 
and public demonstrations already 
have been held. 

Parliamentary meetings, dinner- 
hour meetings for factory girls and 
special] meetings for the new young 
women voters are some of the 
campaign features. A question- 
naire on foreign policy has been 
sent to all parliamentary candi- 
dates. Their replies are to be 
published. 

The questions follow: 

1. Kellog pact: Seeing that in 
signing the Kellogg pact we have 
renounced war as an instrument 
of national policy, will you urge 
that this principle be strictly ob- 
served in every dispute with other 
countries without reservations? 

2. Optional clause: Will you 
vote and speak in favor of Great 
Britain’s signing the optional 
clause of the statute establishing 
the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice, by which it would 
bind itself to take to the court any 
justifiable dispute which cannot 
otherwise be peacefully settled? 

3. Pacific settlement of inter- 
national disputes: Will you vote 
and speak in favor of the British 
Government's accepting the obli- 
gation to settle all international 
disputes by peaceful means? 

4. Disarmament: Will you urge 
upon the Government to insist at 
the Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission that reduction as weil 
as limitation of all armaments be 
required of all members of the 
League, and to make definite pro- 
posals for this purpose? Will you 
do all in your power to urge the 
calling of the International Dis- 
armament Conference in 1929? 

5. Evacuation of the Rhine: Are 
you in favor of the immediate 
evacuatidbn of the Rhineland, see- 
ing that in Article 2 of the pact of 
Paris we have undertaken not to 
seek settlement of international 
disputes except by peaceful 
means? 

The women’s peace campaign is 
headed by Lady Ackland, chair- 
man of the committee, and Mrs. 
Pethick-Lawrence, honorary tregas- 
urer.

Be sure 
the berries fre ripe. Wash them, 
then drain them and remove the 
hulls. 

Mash with a silver fork or with 
a potato masher if you prefer, add 
just enough powdered sugar to 
sweeten them, cover the bowl and 
let them stand at room tempera- 
ture until you are ready to use 
them. 

How to Make Cake. 

For the shorteake mixture itself, 
sift together three cups of flour 
two tablespoons of § sugar, 
teaspoon of salt, one-eighth 
spoon of nutmeg, and = six 
spoons of baking powder. Add 
three-fourths cup of shortening 
and rub it into the flour with a 
fork until the mixture is thorough- 
ly blended. seat one egg, add

Melt two tablespoons butter and 
allow it to brown slightly.
